pants ... Blousons ... SUN/FUN: Sundresses 





in T-shirt fabrics ... Cotton dresses with 
fishnet sleeves and yokes ... Rustic long 
bright pastel cotton cocoons for at-home 
or beach covers. 


NEW TOPS: Eyelet blouson T-shirts ... 
Snug vests over print floats, blouses ... 
Ruched peasant blouses ... chemise-tops. 


SKIRTS: Wraparound skirts or wraparound 
waistbands ... Jersey skirts with wide set- 
on needlepoint belts ... Pleats, Tiers. 


PANTS: Cigarette jeans and slim pants, 

some taper to narrow ankle (under blousons 
or tunics) ... Ruffled paper bag waistlines, 
belted or sashed ... Very full culottes ... 
Ring closings ... Drawstring waisted shorts, 
Bermudas ... Fishnet-sided shorts/T-shirts. 


TEXTURE-CONTRAST DOMINATES KNITS: Wild 
silk/cotton mixtures ... contrast-texture 
V-neck, cuffs and waistband on big sweaters 
... Raised damask treatments -- bold raised 
stripes ... Rustic knits with gold trim ... 
Striped tunic sweaters ... Rug wool jackets 
ess Open work .--- lacy -~—"pointelle’ '... 
Jacquards ... Honeycomb ... Metallics. 


FEMININE DETAILS: Pierrot collars -- short 
batwing sleeves -- elasticized waistlines ... 
Ruffles -- drawstrings -- lace, fagotting, 


embroidery and ribbon trims. 


INTERESTING FABRICATIONS: Natural fibers 

-- cotton, linen, wool -- silk looks newest 
in damask and jacquard weaves ... Often 
different texture fabrics mixed together 

for new dimensional interest ... Eyelet -- 
fishnet accents ... Crinkled, crepon, honey- 
comb weaves ... Dotted Swiss, linos, rustic 
cottons ... Chintz, pique, poplin, seersucker 
... Silk crepe de chine, chiffon, georgette 
... Mesh weaves.
